Mr. AIKEN was speaking during 
the debate on the Army estimates, 
and replying in particular to 
speeches by Mr. Dillon and General 
MacEoin. (Their remarks are re- 
ported in page 3.) . 

The MINISTER said the sole 
aim of the Censorship was to sup- 
port the people in the attitude they 
decided to adopt on neutrality. 

“I am not responsible if that 
policy is not pleasing to Deputy 
Dillon and certain people who pat 
him on the back from across the 
water,” he said, “ but I am respon- 
sible to see that the will constitu- 
tionally expressed will be upheld, so 
far as I can do so.” 

The MINISTER said he could 
give “a thousand instances ” of how 
the Censorship had cut out violent 
propaganda being circulated here— 
not only against the Axis forces, but 
against the Allied forces—which 
would bring against him charges of 
being. not pro-Axis, but pro-Com- 
munist, pro-Black and Tan, pro- 
Fnglish, and all the rest. 


ATROCITY STORIES 


“ All I claim, and all that we 
assert.” he said, “is that we are pro- 
Ireland, and nothing else. We have 
cut out violent atrocity propaganda, 
which, as everybody knows, in the 
last war was lies. 

‘We do not know the truth of 
the atrocity stories. While we have 
tried to give our people a correct 
and balanced view of the issues of 
this war, as expressed by the various 
leaders. we have prevented the un- 
halancing of our people by violent 
propaganda. I want to emphasise 
this. that not a single word of the 
leader of any State engaged in this 
war has been cut since the war 
began.” 

Reverting to the charge of being 
pro-Axis, Mr. AIKEN asked what 
would Deputy Dillon accuse him of 
being when he said that he had re- 
fused the publication here of accu- 
sations made against the wife of the 
American President, which had 
been given a four-column heading 
in the papers in England. and 
Northern Ireland, which talked of 
“bundles for Eleanor.” It was a 
contemptuous form of propaganda 
which they would not allow here. 

Similarly, he stopped publication 
of a statement by a German agent 
which was pushed: over here by a 
British news agency, stating: “ The 
dear old war horse, Churchill, is not 
living on oats, but is indulging in 
whiskey,” and adding: “ The collec- 
tion of donkeys on President Roose- 


velt's desk was the right sort oflit 


ornament.” 

Was he pro-English when he 
stopped that sort of propaganda? 

Was he pro-American when he 
stopped a Japanese allegation that 
the Americans used poison gas? 
Was he pro-Russian because he 
stopped a message from Washing- 
ton, through an American agency, 
stating that of 2,000,000 Poles de- 
ported to Russia about 400,000 had 
succumbed to hardship and iIll- 
treatment? Would Deputy Dillon 
accuse him of being pro-British be- 
cause he had stopped an Italian 
allegation that explosive pencils had 
been dropped by the R.A.F. in a 
raid on Turin?

Presenting his first Budget, Sir 
John said that Sir Kingsley Wood, 
his predecessor, estimated a year 
ago that total expenditure would 
amount to  £5,756,000,000, but 
finances made a better showing than 
expected, the actual receipts from 
income tax, including surtax, at 
£1,184,000,000, being £9,000,000 
more than the estimate, while 
excess profits tax ye pee 
the estimate of £500,000,000. 


Total receipts from Customs 
and Excise showed a surplus of 
£66,500,000 over the estimate of 
£975,500,000. Consumption of beer 
and tobacco had shown a remark- 
able and unexpected resilience, 
particularly beer, which yielded a 
surplus not less than £18,000,000 
over the esti...ate. 

The estimate of £90,000,000 for 
purchase tax was exceeded by less 
than two per cent. 

Total revenue amounted to 
£3,039,000,000, which was 
£131,000,000 over the estimate, 
and the excess of expenditure 
over revenue was £2,760,000,000, 
£°°,000,000 — less 
estimate. The net sum to be 
borrowed during the year was 
£2,750,000,000. 


NEW TAX SUCCESS 


All reports indicate that the pay- 
as-you-earn tax has been successfully 
launched. The measure was a 
revolution which affected 12,000,000 
taxpayers, the Chancellor added. 

On the matter of taxation of 
either motor vehicles or the fuel 
consumed, it was desirable that 
manufacturers should not be 
hampered by the form of taxation 
from adapting the design of their 
cars and engines to circumstances 
likely to exist after the war. “1 
have an open mind about this,” said 
the Chancellor, “and if it is the 
considered view of motor manufac- 
turers that a change from the 
present horse-power tax to some 
other basis, yielding about the same 
revenue, would be an advantage— 
for example, to cubic capacity, and, 
possibly, to taxation with a different 
graduation than under the present 
system—then ¥~ shalt 
listen sympathetically to representa- 
tions.” 

Sir John said that he could not 
entertain any suggestion for the 
reduction of E.P.T., and stated that, 
judged by pre-war standards, the 

eneral burden of taxation would 
ave to remain high for some con- 
siderable time to come. He then 
ot gpg certain post-war financial 
elp to industry in carrying out 
post-war needs, and these" would 
come into effect when peace-time 
production comes—a 20 per cent. 
deduction for tax purposes on all 
new plant and machinery for all 
businesses, including shipping, and 
10 per cent. for new industrial 
buildings.

“I am afraid” said Mr. de 
Valera, “that I have done a certain 
amount of imaginary planning in 
my time, like most people. I have 
been in the position in which I had 
the task of trying.to put my ideas, 
and the ideas of those working with 
me, into operation, and found 
many times that what looked rela- 
tively simple from the outside be- 
came very, very difficult when you 
actually had to perform it. Diffi- 
culties that had not occurred to you 
at all in the initial planning stages 
arose, and sometimes they proved 
insurmountable. [I could tell you 
of a number of things that we 
had hoped to see accomplished by 
now, which we have not been able 
to accomplish, and which, I am 
afraid, cannot be accomplished in 
‘his: generation.” 


DAY-DREAMS 


It was for this reason, he went 
on, that he had warned them last 
year to beware of the seductive- 
ness of the occupation of planning. 
They all knew what day-dreams 
might become, but he was glad to 
notice, from some of the articles 
which agecates in the hand-book: 
published in connection with the 
exhibition, that this particular point 
was stressed. It was certainly not 
a point to lose sight of. 

Senator Mulcahy, proposing a

MR. DE VALERA OPENS 
PLANNING EXHIBITION 


AS admission that his own plans had been more simple to 
make than to execute, was made by An Taoiseach, Mr, de 
Valera, when he opened the National Planning Exhibition in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday. 


With him on the platform wer€ 


of planning, because a lot of 
planning was required. 

Mr. Norton,. who seconded the 
vote of thanks, also congratulated 
the organisers of the exhibition. Re- 
ferring to ‘the many difficulties 
which would face this country in 
the post-war period, he said that 
out of every 100 persons employed 
in this country. 55 got a living from 
agriculture. In the planned Ire- 
land which we envisaged we must 
insist that agriculture should not 
drift back into that decadent posi- 
tion it held in pre-war years. We 
must insist on the development of 
rural amenities, such as electric 
light, water supplies and village 
halls; we must insist that the 
country is not going to be a prairie 
land, and we must develop our 
secondary industries. 


HOME AGAIN 


The return of our workers from 

England would cause a serious un- 
employment problem, Mr. Norton 
said, and these men, when they re- 
turned, might insist that they be 
provided with an opportunity of 
earning a livelihood and creating 
wealth in their own land; such was 
their birthright. In conclusion, 
Mr. Norton pointed out that he 
maintained that a counterpart. of 
the planning exhibition was the 
creation of an economic council. 
_ Senator J. T. McGee, who was 
in the chair, said that the exhibi- 
tion was only intended to suggest 
what the conference thought might 
be done in the way of post-war 
planning. They had deemed it 
their duty to bring grist to the 
Government legislative mill. They 
could, however, only propose; the 
decisions.had to be taken by the 
Government. 

Alderman . Martin O'Sullivan, 
T.D., Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
welcomed the various speakers, 
and paid a tribute to. the: work “of 
the organisers. As the Lord Mayor 
pointed out, only a few minutes 
before the Taoiseach arrived 
carpenters, electricians and work- 
men were feverishly putting the 
finishing touches to the assembly 
units. 

The exhibition, which covers the 
entire ground space of the Raund 
Room and stretches into the other 
rooms in the Mansion House, con- 
tains a complete survey: of the sug- 
gestions of the Conference for post- 
war planning, embracing every 
facet of Irish life from recreation 
to reafforestation. Posters, diagrams, 
models, relief maps and photo- 
Fa illustrate elaborate schemes 
or town and rural housing, agri- 
cultural development, industrial 
development, vocational training, 
medical and health services, inland 
and overseas transport. There will 
be open conferences every night on 
‘these subjects and film displays.

(Continued from Column 2) 
to make their own Constitution, and 
to say what person shall take pre- 
cedence over all others.

Little opposition was met in cap- 
turing Hollandia, where a radio 
station was seized, says a Reuter 
message. Dutch civil authorities 
have arrived at the town to organise 
resumption of Dutch rule. 

Nearly 300 miles to the south- 
east, along the New. Guinea coast, 
Australian troops are within a few 
miles of the important Japanese 
base at Madang. 

American forces have occupied 
Ujelang atoll, in the. Marshall 
Islands, it was officially announced 
last night. 

The improved Allied outlook on 
the Burma-Assam front was taken 
a stage further last night with re- 
ports of preparations for a big 
assault on the Japanese force which 
failed to. capture Kohima, and of 
the 14th dr regaining the initia- 
tive north of Imphal. 

Twenty-two miles up the north- 
ward road from Imphal to Kohima, 
Allied troops have captured the 
village of Kanglatongbi. The re- 
maining 40 miles of highway be- 
tween the two towns still is held 
at scattered points by the Japa- 
nese.—(Reuter and A.P.). 


GUNS HAMMER 
SEBASTOPOL | 


From Harold King, Reuter’s Special

HE moment for the final 

assault on Sebastopol is rapidly 

approaching. Soviet batteries 
are pounding away at the German 
defences for the seventh successive 
day, and ammunition lorries are 
moving across the Crimea in a con- 
tinuous stream. 

On many sectors of the mainland 
front, from Narva to the Czecho- 
Slovak frontier, high up in the 
Carpathians, there are increasing! 
actions, with the Germans testing 
the Russian positions in an effort 
to find out Red Army plans and 
to discover where the next blo 
will fall. 

According to the Berlin com- 
mentator, von Hammer, Marshal 
Zhukov’s forces are counter-attack- 
ing in considerable strength follow- 
ing recent local operations by the 
Germans near the Upper Pruth and 
in the area of the Carpathian foot- 
hill town of .Kolomea. 

“ All over the southern Ukraine 
Soviet forces are still re-grouping,” 
von Hammer said. 

he same commentator refers 
again to the “assault” on the 
Sebastopol fortress, started nearly 
three days ago, according to 
German accounts. The Russian 
attacks, he said, have now been 
concentrated on a narrow sector 
between two hills on the city’s 
north-eastern approaches. Tanks, 
artillery, and battle planes 
temporarily breached the German 
defences, he said, but the breach 
was sealed off, and in the main the 
German lines held firm. 

Last night’s Moscow’ com- 
muniqué again stated that there 
were no major changes on any 
sector, and announced air raids on 
concentrations of military trains at 
the railway junctions of Rezeike 
and Gulbene, in the Latvian Soviet 
Republic.—(Reuter.) 


Hitler and Mussolini 
Discuss: Problems 


The German News Agency, states 
Reuter, announced yesterday that

The German News Agency added: 
“During their talks, which took 
place in the spirit of the old friend- 
ship between Fuehrer and Duce, 
political, military and economic 
problems concerning the two coun- 
tries and their common aims were 
discussed. 

“Herr von Ribbentrop, Minister} 
of Foreign Affairs, Field-Marshal 
Keitel, Chief of Staff, on the Ger- 
man side, and Marshal Rudolfo 
Graziani, Minister of Defence, and 
Signor Mazzolini, Secretary of State, 
on the Italian side, took part in the 
conversations. 

“The German Ambassador and 
Commissioner of the German Reich 
in Italy, Rudolf Rahn, and_ the 
Italian Ambassador in Berlin, Filipo 
Anfuso, also took part.”

Lord Langford had pleaded 
guilty to obtaining money by false 
pretences and attempting to obtain 
money with intent to defraud by 
stating that he would repay it from 
the sale of gold plate which he had 
brought from Ireland. 

Mr. Barry O’Brien pleaded for 
him that since 1919 he had lived a 
very precarious life. He had 
travelled about the world and 
worked on farms, ranches and 
sheep stations in Canada and Aus- 
tralia.

Dealing mainly with negative 
evidence by typists and clerks in the 
Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, yesterday’s sitting of the 
G.S.R. Stocks Tribunal lasted ‘less 
than an hour, and afterwards it 
adjourned for a week. 

Mr. Aidan Long, junior executive 
officer, who acted as private secre- 
tary to Mr. Lemass, Minister for 
Supplies, while the private secretary 
was on holidays, gave evidence of 
having handled the confidential file 
relating to G.S.R. reorganisation.

Condemning what he described

others are young men and 
women, brought up in an age 
that is addicted to anything 
rather than a lack of the sense 
of reality, but sufficiently strong 
believers in the virtues’ of 
national planning to have de- 
prived themselves of their sleep 
for many nights in order to make 
this Exhibition a success. Mr. 
de Valera is right, and Mr. de 
Valera is wrong. He is right 
inasmuch as he urges that too 
much stress shall not be laid on 
a fair vision of things to come. 
He is wrong where he implies; 
or seems to imply, that plans are 
useless, that there cannot be a 
better Ireland, that what a 
succession of Governments has 
failed to do cannot be done at 
all.

Therein we see the virtue of the 
National Planning Exhibition. It 
is‘an appeal to the people—a very 
attractive appeal. It is an effort 
to translate the dry statistics of 
dozens of dry volumes into terms 
which any and every citizen can 
appreciate with ease and pleasure. 
It is calculated to make every 
man think not only of his duty 
towards his neighbour, but of his 
duty towards himself—the two 
are not mutually exclusive—and 
to give him some conception of 
the part that he can play, bv 
work and thought, to make this 
whole community live a kinder, 
more comfortable and— dare 
we say, more beautiful? — life. 
Heaven knows that conditions of 
life in Ireland leave room for 
improvement. There is hardly 
any department of existence 
which is not criticised with 
greater or less bitterness; there is 
no department of State which 
does not meet with comment of 
greater or less virulence. Is 
improvement impossible? We do 
not think so. General Mulcahy 
and Mr. Norton, if one may 
judge from their admirable 
speeches yesterday, do not think 
so.

Mr. OSCAR TRAYNOR, Minister 
for Defence, when moving an 
estimate of £5, 747,667 for the Army 
or 1944-45 in the Dail yesterday. 
As compared with the previous year, 
he said, the estimate represented an 
increase of £112,803, due almost} 
entirely to increased cost of pay,| © 
allowances and maintenance of 
personnel. 

The health of the Army, he said, 
was excellent, and its discipline and 
loyalty were something of which the 
country might feel proud. Durin 
the year a great many members o 
the Construction. Corps had com- 
pleted their term and receiyed their 
discharge. Since then the influx of 
recruits had not been sufficient to 
maintain it at full strength. 

The record of the L.D.F. had 
been one of special progress during 
the year. yg last summer the 
strength of the force had reached 
its peak, but since then had declined |“ 
through the discharge of non- 
effective members, by whom were 
meant members who had shown, 
by being absent from parades 
without reasonable cause, that they 
had lost interest. This decline in 
strength had been offset by the 
steady influx of new recruits, and 
the decrease in the total strength 
had been compensated for by in- 
creased efficiency. 


“ UNWARRANTABLE ” 


General S. McEOIN said that it 
was very hard to explain the con- 
duct of the Minister for Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures 
in connection with censorship and 
the activities of that Department. 

“For the Minister for Co-ordina- 
tion of Defensive Measurés 
apparently the Minister for Defence 
has responsibility. I drew atten- 
tion before in this House to the 
fact that it is very hard to know 
which is the senior, because the 
Minister for Co-ordination of 
Defensive Measures: apparently has 
to co-ordinate defence and other 
services, but when it comes to the 
vote it turns out that the Minister for 
Defence comes in. No later than last 
week we had a sample of unwar- 
rantable interference by the Minis- 
ter with the announcement by Dun 
Laoghaire Presbyterian Church. 
That was a sample of the type of 
attitude that the Minister for Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures 
adopted. 

“To utilise powers given by this 
House in order to bring this country 
through the emergency, and to en- 
force a certain doctrine or a cer- 
tain philosophy upon other people,|’ 
was an outrageous piece of con- 
duct, and the Minister had the 
effrontery to come to the House to 
defend it. That was. one sample. 
Speeches made in this House may 
be censored, and all sorts of things 
done in the name of the safety of 
the State. It is like— Freedom, 
what crimes are committed in thy 
name, and I think the House 
should reconsider the whole ques- 
tion, unless the Minister for De- 
fence gives a solemn undertaking 
to-day that for the future there 
shall be no repetition of such con- 
duct, and that the censorship will 
not be used except where it is es- 
sential to do so.” 


ARMY SUPPLIES 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (Ind.) said 
that there were considerable quan- 
tities of Army supplies coming 
into this country. In fact, during 
the period of the American Note, 
when we were deploying our Army 
to hold up the threatened advance 
of the American and. British, there 
was sent to us by the British large 
quantities of munitions, wherewith 
to equip the Army, and other 
apparel and vehicles, wherewith to 
move the Army. It was time that 
we realised that all the supplies we 
had got came from the British, and 
anything the Army had had 
came from the British and 
Americans. To bring the 
Army up to the pitch of efficiencv 
required, considerable quantities of 
equipment had been ordered and 
orders were accumulating which ran 
into very large sums of money. Part 
of this equipment was being 
delivered steadily, but large balances 
were accumulating, and, at the end 
of the war, it was quite possible 
that the British and Americans 
would .proceed to deliver large 
quantities of supplies amounting to 
a few million pounds, which we 
would have no means of disposing 
of at all. 

“1 should be glad,” continued 
Mr. DILLON, “to know if the 
Minister is in a position to state 
what was the purpose, some weeks 
ago when ‘correspondence was 
going on with the American 
Government, for deploying our 
forces as if they were concerned to 
resist some _ threatened act of 
aggression. We all recognise that iffi 
the Minister for Defence was 
directed to do that by the Minister 
for External Affairs he would be 
bound to do so. Can the Minister 
tell us if. at the very moment when 
we were. carecring up and down 
the country and deploying our 
forces, the munitions being issued 
É our forces were being delivered 

by the Br&ish?” 

Mr. TRAYNOR—I happen to be 
the Minister responsible, and I deny 
that the movements were of a 
character that you are trying to im- 
press on the House. , 

Mr. DILLON said that the 
administration of the Minister for 
the Co-Ordination of Defensive 
Measures was a scandal and had 
been characterised from the very 
beginning by a poisonous pro-Axis 
slant. The Minister's defence 
of his attitude was tha he 
was trying to - maintain an 
attitude of complete indifference as 
between the belligerents. To pretend 
that as ‘between America, on the 
one hand, and Germany on the 
other; we were indifferent, was to 
misrepresent this country in a pro- 
Axis way. It was not true, and the 
endeavour to so misrepresent news 
as to create that impression abroad 
was a pro-Axis activity for which 
he indicted .Mr. Frank Aijken, 
Minister for the Co-Ordination. of 
Defensive Measures. That might 
not be a tactful thing to say, but it 
was better to expose a person than 
to have the country misrepresented 
the world over.

CHURCH’S NAME 


Mr. H. M. DOCKRELL (F.G.) 
referred to the changing by the 
censor of the name of the Presby- 
terian Chtrch in Dun Laoghaire. 
He enid that this church had been 
called Kingstown Presbyterian 
Church before the town’s name had 
been. changed. He referred to the 
changing of the. name in material 
submitted by the Irish Times to the 
censor. He said that the Jrish Times 
did not insert notices of religious 
services. It put in notices supplied 
to them. The Minister had said, in 
reply to the question, that he was 
aware that it was suggested to the 
Irish Ti imes by the censorship that 
the item “ Kingstown Presbyterian 
Church, Dun Laoghaire” should 
appear as “ Dun Laoghaire Presby- 
terian Church,” as it had appeared 
in the issue of April 14. 

What the Minister did not tell him 
was that the suggestion to the Jrish 
Times from the Censor was that 
the Censor's pencil was put through 
the item: that suggestion looked 
very like compulsion. He believed 
that the proper way to put it 
in was “Kingstown Presbyterian 
Church, Dun King

As 
a representative of the constituency 
which would feel the first impact of 
invasion if it came through such 
foolish speeches, he had the right 
to demand that Deputy Dillon 
should be in jail. 

Mr. T. MURPHY (Lab., Cork) 
said the speech of the Minister 
for the Co-ordination of Defensive 
Measures was unfortunate. It 
appeared to him that the Minister, 
in trying to preserve a balance, had 
lost all sense of proportion. He 
knew no reason why the Irish 
Times should not refer to Dun 
Laoghaire by that name, but surely 
to invoke the power of censorship 
to make it do so was ridiculous. 
He had reason te Selieve that the 
relations between the Minister 


were very “cordial. 
when the Irish Times went out. of 
its way to ensure that the Minister 
and his party should become 
Government; when every friend of 
the J/rish Times became a rabid 
supporter of the Government. If, 
however, some row had developed, 
it was none of his business: but he 
did think that the Minister, by 
invoking the full powers of his 
office for the purpose of effecting 
the change, was making himself 
ludicrous, and bringing the Parlia- 
ment which gave him his powers 
into disrepute. He did not think 
that any danger to the nation was 
involved even if the Irish Times 
Should persist in its policy. 


** BLUFFING ” 


Capt. P. GILES (F.G., Meath- 
Westmeath) said that the only real 
protection this country enjoyed ‘was 
the protection Britain gave it. We 
talked in a grandiose way about 
our military strength, but all the 
Powers of Europe knew what that 
Strength was, and we were only 
bluffing ourselves.

British egg 
producers were then providing two 
eggs a week per head of the popula-

Mr. Adair says 
that, with proper Government en- 
couragement, especially if produc- 
tion were spread over the general 
farms, Britain could maintain in the

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


£15 Return 


COULD have had a cab to 
Punchestown yesterday, to carry 
four persons, at only £15 return, 

if I had had £15, or three friends, 
or a dream about Prince Rowland, 
which won the 1.45 at twenty to 
one. One pound there would have 
paid for the cab, the entrance, the 
lady’s lunch, and a lot more. 

There were, however, other cabs 
that even Prince Rowland would 
have had difficulty in paying for. 
Around ten o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing single seats were going for £10. 
Cabbies with the strength of mind 
to hold out until then were in 
danger of getting paid £40 for their 
day’s work. A more reasonable 
proposition was that of the driver 
who consented to stand by for the 
two days—a total of four trips— 
at a retainer of £45. 


Devils for Punishment 


There were, of course, other race- 
goers who got there merely at the 
cost of bodily suffering—on_ the 
seats of bicycles. So did two of 
my friends travel. They left at nine.

DEFAMING EIRE - 


T Question Time in the Dail 
yesterday Alderman ALFRED 
BYRNE (ind., Dublin) asked 
Taoiseach if his attention had 
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and unscrupulous propaganda 
indulged in by newspapers, screen 
commentators, and politicians out- 
side Eire to defame the Irish people 
on account of their neutrality in 
the present war, and, in particular, 
to the recent utterances of a 
Northern. M.P., who _ publicly 
affirmed that the submarines of a 
belligerent power were being per- 
mitted to use a harbour on the 
west coast of this country; if he 
was aware of the ill-feeling that was 
being created against Irish nationals, 
and the immense harm that was 
being done to Irish interests as a 
result of this mischievous propa- 
ganda; and if he will expand the 
activities and staff of the Govern- 
ment Information Bureau, so that 
all such statements and reports 
would be’ challenged and answered 
with the least possible delay. 

Mr. S. T. O’KELLY, tor the 
Taoiseach, replied: “Il am aware 
that there has been a considerable 
amount of unfounded, and, indeed, 
reckless propaganda calculated to 
create ill-feeling between ourselves 
and other countries. The par- 
ticular statement referred to by the 
deputy was the subject of comments 
by our authorities concerned, which 
were published in the Press. It is, 
however, extremely difficult to 
counteract unscrupulous propaganda 
of this nature. As much as pos- 
sible is being done by sitive 
exposure of falsehoods. In individual 
cases, where definite charges are 
made, misleading statements and 
reports are replied to by our 
diplomatic representatives abroad or 
through such other channels—includ- 
ing the Government Information 
Bureau—as may be appropriate. 
Generally, the basis of our national 
position has been made clear by 
repeated statements made on behalf 
of the Government in this House 
and elsewhere, and public assurance 
has been given of the effectiveness 
of the measures which we have 
taken, and are taking, to ensure that 
our territory will not be used for 
any activities prejudicial to the 
interests of belligerent nations. 

“The deputy probably knows 
that the authors of such propaganda 
as he refers to are not deterred by
